DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The present Office action is made in response to the amendment filed on 
9/14/2009. It is noted that in the amendment, applicant has amended claims 18, 20-27 
and 29-30 and canceled claim 28. There is not any claim being added into the 
application. The pending claims 18, 20-27 and 29-31 are examined in this Office action. 
Note that claims 1-3, 6-8 and 10-17 were canceled in the amendment of 6/3/2008, 
claims 4-5 were canceled in the amendment of 2/14/2008; claim 9 was canceled in the 
amendment of 8/31/2007 and claim 19 was canceled in the amendment of 10/9/2008. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings contained fourteen sheets of figures 1-8, 9A-C and 10-14 filed on 
12/28/2005 and the replacement sheet contained corrected figure 15 filed on 8/31/2007 
are approved by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 18, 20-27 and 29-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The display device having a view angle control sheet being bonded to a liquid 
crystal display panel as recited in the independent claim 18 is patentable with respect to 
the prior art, in particular, the U.S. Patent Nos. 6,822,792 and 4,621 ,898 and the 
Japanese reference No. 2003-66206 by the structural limitations related to the wide 
angle control sheet and the liquid crystal display panel as claimed. It is noted that while 
the use of a wide angle control sheet in an optical display device having a liquid crystal

display panel is known to one skilled in the art as can be seen in each of the U.S. 
Patent No. 6,822,792 and the Japanese reference No. 2003-66206; however, each of 
the U.S. Patent and the Japanese reference does not disclose that the wide angle 
control sheet is bonded to the liquid crystal display panel as claimed.
